How Scotland Lost 


A further message gives a fuller 
account of the Scotland-Franco 
match xt Paris. 80,000 spectators 
witnessed the first Rugby Interna- 
tional of the scason, in which 
France bent Scotland by 7 points 
to 3, at the Colombes Stadium, on 
January 1. 

A fine dropped goal by 
Magnanou, who pluyed magnificent 
ly, gave the Frenchmen the victory 
a minute from time, just when a 
draw of one try each appeared to 
be inovitable. 

Rough play brought about many 
injuries and beth teams were short 
in tho second half.

He is not an 
amateur, ‘who desires’ to dorlve, 
dorives, or has dorived financial 
bonefits from sporting activities, or 
‘who seoks to'make his Iiving entire- 
ly..or partly -in this way. Evory 
financial or economic advantage to 
which the amateur has no othor 
form of legal claim is considered 
fon-permlissible: Competition with 
professionals is prohibited, unloss 
exceptionally authorised by tho as- 
sociation | concerned. Hf tho 
amateur status has been lost, it can 
only be rogained by, an application 


}.supported by the applicant’s assocla- 


tlon. Financial benofits are intor- 
preted as incluting compensation 
for advertising or propakasda for 
sporting achiavementa, but they do 
not include. salaries paid to gym- 
nastic or sporting instructors who 
have gone through tho prescribod 
coufse of training. Amateurs are 
forbidden -to dikcuss directly with 
sports promoters’ the question . of 
expenses. This must be carricd 
out only through ‘their clubs and 
associations, which ‘must watch 
that no profit is gained, and tho 
number of such participations is to 
be limited, so that it is not possible 
to obtain maintenanco out of them 
over a lengthy period. The amateur 
status is lost by anyone who in-

Cambridge Defent of Oxford 

The 46th cross-country race be 
tween Oxford and Cambridge ended 
in a victory for Cambridge by 21 
points to 34, The race was run 
over tle very stiff and arduous 
courso at Horton Kirby, and al- 
though there was no rain, and,a 
strong wind did Its best to make 
the plough leas holding, the condi- 
dions remained all in favour of 
those whose_.chief asset was 
stamina. Cambridge supplied tho 
first three men home—A. N. Skine 
ner, o most cgnsiatent runner over 
mule course, J. R. Croggon, and 
C, J. Goode alt trotting in to- 
rine but it was misfortune, and 
not inferlor running, that kept Ox- 
ford from maklng a far closer fight 
of it. The fact that G. H. Gretton, 
a very fine runner indeed, fa in his 
fifth year, and therefore ineligible 
to-run in the race, hos nothing of 
bad luck about it; but for the in- 
fluenza that kept A. H. Edwards the 
injured ankle that kept J. M. 
Pumphrey out of the team, Oxford 
had reason to complain of fortune. 
Also N, B. Smellie, who was ox- 
pected to run‘well and finish high 
up, found the conditions precisely 
as he most disliked them, and camo 
in as low as eighth. Howover, no 
side can do moro than win, and 
Cambridge won most convincingly 
—tndeed, had R. E. Cowburn, laat 
year’s winner, been in training and 
not given up so much of his timo 
to the track, the three Cambridgo 
winners might well have becomo 
four. Goode, who was not in tho 
team Jast year, ran exceptionally 
well, and it would have been vory

Caliphate. Established 


Tho establishment of a Caliphate 
In tho family of Jesus was o real 
danger to primitive Christianity. 
Had history shaped itself on these 
Nnes, the mother would have 
crushed the child out of existence. 
Islam narrowly cscaped this dis- 
aster; tho victory of the Houso of 
AU would have bean fatal to It.

Significant Developments 

There have’ been significant 
developments since tho Vatican 
Council the importanco of which 
we overlook, Memorlea are short; 
and. it {a in tho Interest of 
hierarchies that their oncronch- 
ments should be tacit and forgotten. 
It Is not only at Rome that this is 
80; ‘priests of all religions are tho 
same.’ Macaulay reminds’ us that’ 
there are priests as dangerous at 
Oxford a8 at ‘Rome. Macaulay 
was a Cambridge man; and, if one 
wore quoting him at Oxford, it 
might be tactful to substitute the 
junior for tho senior Univeraity in 
tho quotation! “But as wo are ‘at 
Cambridge, the toxt may stand.

George Eliot told the 
Inte Lord Oxford, then a young man, 
that he would live to ace a notable 
‘renascence of religion among 
thoughtful people.’ ‘What Church 
would profit by it?’ he asked.

Universal Sovereignty 

Theologienlly the Roman Church, 
centreing as It does In the Papacy, 
is the formal complotion of tho 
hiorarchical conception of Chris- 
tlanity; politicatly, it is the survival 
of the Roman; conception of 
universal sovereignty. Historically 
tho Romanizing of the World- 
Church was fnevitable. The world 
on which Christianity ontered was 
Roman; ‘the religion which was to 
loaven it was cast In the mould, 
and bore on it the stamp, of Rome.

It_is curlous to

Yet it 
is curious to find surnames in the 
two hemispheres that are not 
only similar to an extraordinary 
degree, but actually identical in 
hspelling and pronunciation.

CHAT ON CHEESE 


National Dishes at Home 
and Abroad 


Moat’ nations” have Indigenous 
dishes made with cooked ' cheese; 
Britain has the Welsh rarebit; the 
Italians use Parmesan a great deal; 
“French people make a few delici- 
ous cheese tarts; and, of course, 
there is the famous “fondue,” dear 
to the inhabitants of the Jura and 
of Switzerland, and of which Brillat 
Savarin, in his “Physiologie du 
Gout,” gives o recipe which ja at 
least strange. But we ennnot ren- 
sonably expect from this delightful 
writer and philosopher too much 
eulinary knowledge; his ‘“fonduo” 
is “almply scrambled eggs with 
cheese, : 

The “fondue,” of course, 1s Hko 
the “bouillabaisse’; everybody has 
for it a different recipe, and every- 
body believes his to be the only 
right one. This ja a very pleasant 
one collected from authentic 
sources. 

Fonduo 


The ‘necessary Ingredients are 
cxgs, yruyere, and butter, though 
some peoplo improve on it by adds 
ing allces of truffles sautées In but 
ter, or gravy from roast fowl, Tho 
important thing is that the propor: 
tlona are right: To the weight of 
the eggs, whatover it Is, you must 
ndd a third of that weight of grated 
gruyere and o sixth of fresh butter. 
First whip the whites, add ono by 
one tho yolks, thon the butter in 
smuil:pleces, and Inst the grated 
cheese. 

Put this In a saucepan, odd salt 
and ao great deal of freshly ground 
pepper; cook, stirring well all tho 
-Eimo tll the mixture {a properly 
thickened. It should bo smooth, thick 
Uke good cream, and served at once 
very hot. 

But this recipe, people from an- 
other part of the mountains say, 1s 
quila wrong. Tho real “fondue” 
{s quite a differont affalr altogether, 
and this 1s how it should be dono:

Put In an carthenware saucepan a 
tiny pleco of garlic, a glass of dry 
white wine, and a Httle leas than 
half a pound of Gruyoro cut in small 
thi plecea.

Britain's reputation for mechani- 
eal relinbility and for spacial 
coachwork.designa caused one or 
two wealthy sportamen of the East 
to order cars suitable for travelling 
in the jungle, This was found to 
be such an improvement on tho dis- 
comfort of the Safari that now 
nearly every potentate Prince and 
Maharajah owns his hunting car. 
which is almost,'as a matter of 
course ordered from Britain.

The railronds 
ira inereasingly using the motor 
sus for the establishment of feeder 
‘ines,, which open up undoveloped 
listricts where rail service could 
jot be carried on at a profit, and 
‘or the transfer of passengers from 
vaiting rooms at the centre of large 
sIties 10 Failrond stations in the 
tuburbs. ‘Many rail operators 
Save established a motor bus ser- 
viee parallel: to and in competition 
with their own lines ns they find it 
an advantage to. offer their pas. 
iengers a choice between motor 
ind rail service. 


Promising Future

156,000 communitios in the country 
vithout railroad service. Within 
76 miles of Indianapolis, for in- 
ttance, there are 186,000 people in 
312 towns and villages of 60 -In- 
rabitants or mgre, who have no 
‘ceeds to any railway.

The “Radburn plan provides for 
separate footpaths . for pedestrians, ~ 
distinct from the. roadwaya on 
which automobiles travel. Largo 
parks, where youngsters and 
grown-ups can walk -and play in 
safety, occupy the centre ‘of each 
super-block, Children car go to 
schoo! or Into the park without 
crossing a street used for vehicular 
traffic. 

- Each Radburn house has two 
means of access, a motor entranco 
and a garden entrance. Friends 
arriving by automobile, as well as 
the grocer, tho. milk-man, the coal- 
man, all who drive, yo to the. motor 
entrance by way of short closed-end 
strects around which the houses are 
grouped. An entrance on the other 
side of ‘the house opens on the 
garden, at the end of which fs a 
path for those coming on foot. 
This path forms part of tho park - 
system, while the short closed-end 
streets lend to broad traffic avenues. 
A number -of these closed streets, 
with the houses, which are’ grouped 
around them, form a block many 
times the size of the ordinary city 
block, with trafic avenucs. at its 
houndaries and a long park strip 
in the contre.

' Regular Overhaul 
Prevents Trouble 


Tho Hon Mra. Victor Bruco 
writes ;— : 
" While 1 am all agafnst unneces~ 
Bary “tinkering” with the cnr, just 
to sntlafy tho very human curlosity 
to “seo tho wheols go round,” I do 
not beliovo In complotoly ignoriny 
tho mechantent alde of tho_motor- 
car unt!) something goes WroTtk. 
~ Thora are a thousand and one 
nuts and bolts and serows on tho car, 
which would do no harm = If thoy 
actually came adrift; but on the 
othor hand there aro fow which are 
vital, and could causo a nasty 
accident if they loosened or fell off. 

In fact, I think we ought to sys- 
tematize our‘care of the car, set 
nalde a day of the week for the 
cortain casentin! operations—grens- 
Ing, ote,—-which need to be per 
formed fairly frequently; and a day 
month dor those. other things 
which are not so urgently. in nocd of 
frequont attention. And among the 
latter ia undoubtedly n “tour” of 
the whole car with a spanner and 
serew-drlvor. 


Just In Time 


Probably, not n nut will be lost; 
but possibly you may just entch o 
dangerously loose part in timo, 

It ia not, to my mind, so much 
the actual tightening, as the auto- 
matic inspection which every part 
will receive, that is valuable, 

Incidentally, a car cared for in 
this way Is nover attonded to until 
-tho need actually ariscs. 

Many times I have heard friends 
complain that the car which was 80 
Denutifully quict when new has 
becomo painfully accond-hand in re- 
gard to body noises; and on enquiry 
1 nlways find elthor that they have 
apparently expected the whole car 
to look after itself, or that they have 
completely ignored the body work 
and top hamper, even though the 
mechanical end had been properly 
maintainet) 


An Irritating Rattle 

- Often, a squeak can be traced to 
so simple a matter as 4 loose wood 
serew In the polished filleting In the 
Interfor of the body; and on one car 
in particular a specially irritating 
rattle was at least traced to the same 
cause; the fact being that—somewhat 
unwisely, I think—the manufacturer 
had. used this filleting for the pur- 

‘pose of anchoring the wind-sereen 
brackets, . 

‘As long a8 no attempt wis made 
to open the large, single-pane screen, 
no trouble arose; but when fine 
wenther engendered on desire for 
fresh alr, it proved that the con- 
alderable strain of holding up the 
heavy screen against the wind pres- 
sure was quite beyond the capablli- 
tles of this Hight bit of woodwork. 

__ Every Mttle nickel-honded screw 
was loose; and the result of nexlect- 
ing to tighten them §n the carly 
stages was that the woodwork was 
bo much damaged that complete 
roflecting was necessary. 


Defied by Rust 


Although monthly attention {gs not 
necessary, it fs well to remember 
that oven when springs are kept in 
greascfilled gaiters, a3 {a the almost 
universal practice nowndays, they do 
require attention some time, and, 
once a year at any rate, the galters 
should be atripped, everything 
thoroughly cleaned and the lubricant 
renewed. 

Detachable wheels; too, will no 
doubt atay on, although after chang- 
ing a wheel It la wlee, after running 
for a few miles, to stop and re- 
tighten up the holding nut, or nuta; 
dut if they aro novor detached and 
cleaned, quite apart from the neccs- 
sity in connection with tyre trouble, 
it fa quite possible that everything 
will become rusted tp, and It may 
prove difficult, if not impossibla to 
remove then when the actual neces- 
sity arlacs on the road. 


Spoiling That Nice Control 

Brake and throttle control rods 
aro among the most commonly 
neglected parts of n car. They do 
not suddenly seize up, so that tho 
owner probably docs not notice the 
gradual Sncrease of resistance at 
every Joint. y 

Tho clonning and grenaing of such 
point might well bc mado a part 
of tho monthly Inapectlon and at- 
tontion; particular caro should be 
given to any cross roda which work 
In Jong bushes, Into which ft fs not 
niways cary to force lubricant— 
especially as the only means of 
olling Is often moroly a holo which 
is cortain to be choked up. 

Tho throttle jolnta ara particular- 
ly Imporlant, becauao on most cara 
thore Js a moro or leas complicated 
syntem of rods, and the slightest 
Unnoseasary resistance Snvariably 
spoila tho nico control of the car.

One changed geny by simply lift 
Ing the fovt off the accelerator 
pedal, Driving with this automatic 
clutch is ensy, ag a navica could not 
fumble geur-changing, 

This deviec Is the Iatest Idea In 
safety control invented by Davidson 
Patents, Limited, which is being 
tested and developed ‘for them by 
Mr. Josaph Maina, the celebrated 
automobile engineer, who designed 
Captain Malcolm Campbell's “Bluc 
Bird” racing car, which. ereated tho 
presont 6 miles ‘ond & kilometres 
rond apeed records at Verncuk Pan, 
South Africa. 

Simple Action 

The new Davidson automatic 
cluteh will put an end to muny ace 
eldents, ag, on cars and commercial 
vehicles filted with it, the driver 
never has to shift his foot from one 
poda! to another, oa the clutch pedal 
Ia abolished, leaving one foot for the 
brake pedal and tho other for tho 
accelerator pedal. 

Like many other useful Javention, 
this clutch is yo simple that ono 
wonders It has not been thought of 
before. Its principle of working {8 
au frictional: device transmitting tho 
drive from the engine to the trans- 
migsion of the car in proportion to 
the difference between the engine 
power and the resistance offered by 
the transmission, 


The result iy that when the engine 
ls running slowly, at say less than 
600 revolutions per minute, the 
eluteh is disconnected. Directly the 
aceclerator pedal js operated and the 
engine increases its power output, 
the clutch begins to actuate, and the 
clamping pressure of its glriving 
surfaces is inerensed as the resist- 
ance of the car is offered. 

So, in actual practice, one glides 
away at a start from rest without 
any jerk or jump, as smoothly as 
being gently drawn forward hy o 
silken cord, 

A Kree-Wheel 

From a technical point of view 
this clutch differs from the known 
types of centrifugal clutches, in 
that the clamping or driving prea 
sure is fnerensed not by the 
“revving” of the clutch itself,’ bul 
by the difference between torque in- 
put and torque output. 

This is obtalned through an ar: 
rangement of helical gears inter: 
connected between the driving and 
the driven units, Also, it acts auto- 
matically ag a free-wheel. 

For example, on a flat road or 
with a slight incline, the engine run- 
ning at, sny, about 2,000 revolutions 
no minute while the car is procecd- 
ing at about 4 miles per hour, the 
difference between the power of the 
anine and the resistance of the car 
being propelled is so small that the 
clutch automatically disengages it 
self, so producing the condition 
known na free-wheeling. 

When the car reaches 8 steeper In- 
ellne going downhill the condition 
between the primary and secondary 
shaft of the transmission fs re- 
verged, and the propeller shaft is 
subject to a positive torque, This 
condition belng in excess of tho 
torquo resistance offered by the en- 
gine to be driven at that specd, 
causes the clutch automatically to 
re-enyage, and so uses the engine 
as a brake. 

As this automntie clutch Is amall 
fn size and cheap to make, several 
important motor manufacturers, of 
vara and commercial vehicles aro 
now considering its adaptation to 
thelr future models, due to ita econo. 
mical running and safety control, 
lessening the Inbour of driving.

Thnt the world was oxporloncing | 
an economle chanye, with lower 
price levels, and a widor distribu. 
tlon of commoditics, and that pro, 
ducera Jn consequence would have 
to fnce tho facts and produco choap- | 
er to scll moro was the oplnian ox- 
pressad to the Straits Times by Mr. | 
James Mooney, presidont of tho 
Goneral Motors Export Co., when ho 
passed through Singapore on his 
way to Java, : 

In the course of un Interesting 
tolk My. Mooney said that somo poo- 
ple expressed the ‘view that the 
motor car industry in Amerien bad 
reached the saturation point, “One 
cannot definitely said that, for 
when wo roach what we think Is 
saturation,” he said, “wo always 
find that some additional channel 
of consumption opens out. No one 
denies that there was somo alight 
over-production in Amerlen lust 
year, but the use of motor vehicles 
Is moving steadily onwards, und ac- 
celoration. still exists. ¢ 

Rubber Consumption Increasing 

“The consumption of rubber fs on 
the increase,” he went on. , Every 
year there aro small slack porfods, 
but there is not the slightest doubt 
of the continued and tncreasing do- 
mand for rubber. It {s increasing 
in al) parts of the world. The pro- 
duction of cars will bo higher than 
last year, and I dstimate it ot some- 
thing over 6,000,000, 

Production Must be Cheaper 

“With regard to the slump on the 
New York Stock Exchange, it [6 
generally presumed that it will 
affect business to some moderate 
degree, but its effect will ba short- 
lived. It may blow dver In from 
three: to six months, Meanwhile 
business gocs on pretty much. the 
same as: before, 

“Y have a feeling that we are 
moving towards an-era of lower 
commodity price levels. We must 
try and produce cheaper, Every 
business will have to face these 
facta. . I don't mean one particular 
branch of business, F mean industry 
in general. My views are based on 
observationa in dlfferent parts of 
the world. It is the natural conse- 
quence of post-War conditions. 
After a crisix such as we have pass- 
ed through, there is always a gra- 
dual move towards lower commodity 
price levels. : 

Transport in the Enst 

“Por the last ten years prices 
have remalned at an artificially 
high level, and they do not repre- 
sent values,” he continued. “We 
are nearing the end of that era now, 
und the next ten years should be 
more prosperous for the world, but 
there will be many economic 
changes. : 

Better Transport Needed 

We are picking up again now, and 
industry will be established upon a 
Tar more efficient bugis than hither- 
to. We shall haye to watch produc. 
tion costs, but there is no need to be 
pessimistic about it. Goods will 
move in larger quantitlea, and be 
more widely distributed. ‘ 

“Returning to our own business, 
the motor trade in the Enst is rea- 
sonably yood—it hag fallen off a Vit- 
tle—but not to any remarkable ex- 
[lent. One of the thinga I am in- 
terested in the Bust is the question 
of internal transport. Thero is 
scope for new openings in. motor 
buses, Tho cities of the Kast are 
growing considerably, and their 
populations must be served with 
better tranaport. 

“We intend to pay a lot of atten. 
tion to that branch of business, and 
it will be Jurgely concerned with 
producing the type of chassis, and 
bodies, most aultable Mr. Ira 
Smeed who accompanied me on the 
boat, has come to’ this part of the 
country specially to make observae 
tions. He will study the conditions 
here aa wall as in tho Dutch East 
Indjes.”

Planations havo made St clear, in 
tho opinion of the Automobile .Asso- 
elation, that tho third ‘party in- 
surance schome {8 unworkable 13 
it stands. _ There was a widesprond 
idea, sald © Major —Stonson 
Cooke, secretary of the associntion, 
that the bill would give a freo in 
surance policy to covery pedestrinn 
and cyclist. What it would do 
would be to put the ordinary 
motorist at tho merey’of the in- 
surance companies. ‘ 

Enrl Russell admitted that the 
Probable result would bo more 
numerous claims, for larger 
amounts, which would “compel”? the 
companies to raise. the premiuma 
—on the careful and carcless altke. 
Somo motor-cyclists ‘and tho very 
few car-owners -who are now un- 
insured would bo .{ncluded, but, 
apart from that, there would be no 
better assurance of compensation 
for victims than there is now. 

Uninsured Road Users 

As Major Cooke pointed out, the 
bill.actually refers to Hability “aub- 
ject to the conditions of the policy,” 
which means that there would bo 
no compensation for accidents oc- 
curring, for Instance, ‘during tho 
unauthorised use of an car. Nor 
is thera any compensation for nc- 
cldents arlsing out of the negligence 
of uninsured road-users—pedes- 
trinns, cyclists sand horso-drivers. 
The only people compelled to insure 
are those best able to mect their 
Habllities, and insurance for them 
will become costlier than, ever. 

Commercial motor usera are well 
satisfied with the progress of the 
bill so far. 

“A wrong impression created by 
the Bill fs that the speed Hmit has 
alrendy Ddeon abolished. The 
R.A.C. hns had many inquiries from 
membors asking if that was tho 
ense, and, judging by the number 
of requests for legal defence, more

Needle Valves 


Defective or poor: needle valves 
-are the direct cause of a consider- 
able amount of carburetter trouble. 
Usually the motorist assumes that 
it is simply a case of his engine 
bbeing a petrol cater, Not all car- 
buretters oporate on the needlo 
valve principle for the metering of 
fuel, but where this pcpular design 
Js used the owner will find a small 
handlé for the valve. Turning to 
the right (or screwing in) results 
in restricting the amount of petrol 
that con be sucked into the car- 
burctter body. Just because this 
valve is fairly tight, howover, fs no 
Tenaon to assume that the petrol 
has beon cut down sufficiently. If 
the valve fa cut or if the seat fa 
damaged, too much potrol will get 
by.

Car’s Power 


-Tho power of your motor car 
depends on four Important ron- 
siderations, according to Mr. C. 
Laurltsen, Goneral Managor of the 
Dragon Motor Car Co, Thore are: 

1, Full compression, 

2 Perfect valve avtlon. 

3, Proper fgnition, 

4. Proper carburetion mixture. 

Any or all of these factora may 
cnuse an engine to lose power and, 
therefore, result In groat - loss of 
economy in motoring. Each re- 
quires constant caro and attention 
in order to keep the engine jn per. 
fect operation, . 

To have full compresalan, com- 
plete lubrication must be maintaln- 
ed to prevent scoring of the  cylin- 
ders, ‘Che valves must seat squares 
ly Into thelr positions and the valve 
springa must work efficiently to 
avold Imtting some of the explosive 
charge In the evlinders oseapo bee 
fore tho valves shut tight. 

Loss of compreasion results inn 
weak explosion in the cylinder and.

The pony cart may have been 


as iniportant as tho propor timing 
of the valves. . All of those 
functions must avork in unison or 
the engine will merely sputter und 
lose power. P 

Any part of tho ontire fynition 
systom, from battery to the dla- 
tributor, may bo the causo of this 
trouble, Only on compctent elec- 
trical mechanic should touch this 
part of the system. It is too com- 
plicated for the averaya motorlat, 

The carburettor may bo adjusted 
so that the proper combustiblo 
mixtura will be fed to tho cylin- 
ders of the motor, yet proper com- 
proasion will not result unless this 
fuol mixture fs also used property. 
The spark must be hot and propne- 
ly timed, 

The mixture consists usunily of 
about 16 parts of air to ona of 
gagoline ‘by welxht, but In cold 
weather this proportion will have to 
be reducad.. "Whatever the ratio, 
it must be such as to give the 
greatest, energy when It Is Ignited 
by the spark, ‘The more com- 
bustible the mixture, and the 
hotter the spark, the greater 1s the 
resultant presaure on the piatons, 
provided, of course, there are no 
hidden lenkagea.

A worn, scored ov cracked cylin+ 
ter is one means by which such ex- 
plosive gases can escape before they 
can exert their force on the piston.

Loss of power may ‘result also 
from fenks of the explosive gas 
through cracked or improperly 
seated spark plugs. 

If the valve action is not just 
right, power again will be sacrificed. 
Wear, which grinding of the valves 
will remedy, can enuse such faulty 
tiction. Sometimes the valve tappets 
miy not be giving sufficient open- 
ing, or may be set to give too much 
opening—-which would result in 
under or over supply of fuel. 

The valves may not be properly 
timed, nnd this may cause -havoc 
with the entire engine—knocking, 
missing and Jack of proper tue 
mixture when needed. 

Timing of Ignition 

In order that the engine mny 
work properly, that the pistons 
may be forced down at the exnet 
time each is designed to be, the 
spark in ench cylinder must bo 
timed to the exact instnnt. Other- 
wise pre-ignition, or detonation, or 
miasing of the engine will occur.

The Needs of Modern 

Traffic 

Among tho recommondations for 
tho improvement of Britain's rond 
transport system made at a recent 
scuaton of the Royal Commilsston of 
Transport at the Howse of Lords 
wore:

Fund, of new roads for tong. 
distance ‘ motor vohicles’ ex.

ham with Manchester and Liver- 
pool and London with tho South 
Const and South Walos; and 

The conversion of branch rall- 
way Hues into roada, where road 
transport would be chonpor than 
rail. 

Mr. Rees Jeffreys, .who mada 
these sauggestions,, describad tho 
nitogations that railway companies 
were being ‘subjected to unfair 
compotition by road transport, as 
“the attitude of all owners of ob- 
solete means of production when 
more up-to-date methods are intro- 
‘uced,” ‘ 

“The rond usora of this country 
contribute far more towards ‘tho 
cost of rond- upkeep than they re- 
celve in value,” he added. 

Steel Trade’s Plight 

Mr. J. W. James, of Middles- 
brough, giving evidence on behalf 
of the National Federation of Iron 
and Stee! Manufactarers, sald: 

“If Great Britain is to’ maintain 
her position among the chief iron 
and steel production countries of 
the world the rallway companies 
muat not be allowed to become in- 
efliclent through unfair competition 
or extravagant costs Imposed upon 
them.

"If the public purse is being used 
to detract traffic from the rai!ways 
on to the roads, It is a very serious 
matter oy British industry, Once 
the railway system of tho country 
goes, we go with it. If something 
{g not done soon wo shall have to 
build special rouds to carry heavy 
transport. . 

“The heavy road transport indus- 
try should be put on the same busi- 
ness basis as other industries. Let 
it pay its way us the railways have 
to."
